The remedy for this condition 
is found in proposition number ♦ 
16, found on the ballot for the ♦ 
November election. Number 16 ♦ 
provides that the state shall fur- ♦ 
uish, as it formerly did, an ♦ 
amount equal to that furnished ♦ 
by the county. It would mean, ♦ 
if passed, that the South San ♦ 
Francisco District would have ♦ 
approximately $42,000 for the ♦ 
grammar schdols, without any ♦ 
special district tax.

Section 2. All ordinances and parts 
of ordinances in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This ordinance shall be 
published once in ‘ The Enterprise,” a 
weekly newspaper published and circu¬ 
lated in said City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco, and shall take effect and be i* 
force from and after the expiration of 
thirty (30) days after the date of its 
passage.

ARE THE SECONDS GAINED 

WORTH THE LIVES RISKED! 


A. J. McKay, a Southern Pacific lo¬ 
comotive engineer, discussing motor¬ 
ists who race with his train for a com¬ 
mon crossing, is puzzled to know 
what all the hurry is about. Says Mc¬ 
Kay: 

“If auto-drivers realized how little 
time they save if they succeed in 
crossing in front of an approaching 
train they might be more content to 
wait until the train got by and thus 
guarantee their own safety. 

“A local passenger’ train, consist¬ 
ing of an engine and four or five 
coaches, traveling at forty-five miles 
an hour, will make 66 feet a second 
and will be only five or six seconds in 
going over the‘crossing and a little 
less than that if making the limit of 
fifty miles an hour. The heavier over¬ 
land train, with the cars averaging a 
little longer than in local service, will 
generally pass over a road crossing 
at the rate of one a second. If the 
auto driver stops at the track while 
the tr^iin is still a quarter of a mile 
away, he will only have to wait about 
20 seconds for the train to get to the 
crossing and then a few seconds more 
for the train to get by. 

"Most of the accidents at highway 
crossings are those in which the auto 
gets mixed up with high-speed trains. 
Freight trains of 30 cars or less fre¬ 
quently travel at the rate of 30 miles 
an hour and at that rate of speed the 
shorter cars will be going over the 
crossing at the rate of one a second; 
longer freight trains at slower speed 
will use more time, but even then the 
delay is insignificant. 

“Frequently engineers of trains 
make reports of ‘close calls,’ but there 
does not seem to be much result from 
that course. 

“Some drivers claim that no warn¬ 
ing was given by the approaching en¬ 
gine, but what can be said for a man 
who strikes the side of a train after 
the engine and three or four cars 
have gone by? Or the man who claims 
he would have ‘made it’ if the gateman 
had not dropped the gate? He broke 
the gate and had his machine wrecked. 

“A few seconds! Is it worth the 
risk?”

the equities that have been denied to 
women in .this state since its incep¬ 
tion as an organized government. 

“They contain nothing revolution¬ 
ary and are not fraught witli the dan¬ 
gers that those antagonistic to their 
enforcement seem to attribute to them. 

"There is always a large conserva¬ 
tive element in every governmental 
entity that is shocked by anything and 
everything that departs in any degree 
from the old order of things. 

“Anything new immediately fills 
them with apprehension and causes 
them to tremble in anticipation of its 
fearful consequences. 

"These laws are extremely moderate 
in tenor and effect, having evidently 
been framed with a view to antici¬ 
pating and obviating the whimsical 
objections that experience lias taught 
must inevitably follow. 

“The husband lias always had the 
right to dispose of, by will, one-half 
of the community property, and dur¬ 
ing the continuance of the married 
state has been recognized by judicial 
fiat as the owner of all of it. 

"There is nothing just or fair or 
right about this arrangement. It has 
grown out of the unwarranted as¬ 
sumption that the husband is the 
‘whole thing’ in the marital com¬ 
munity and tile equally untenable as¬ 
sumption that on his shoulders rests 
the entire responsibility for the suc¬ 
cess of the marital partnership. 

“At tills time no thoughtful or ob¬ 
servant citizen would insult the intel¬ 
ligence of a constituency by advanc¬ 
ing these arguments that have been 
relegated to the limbo of discarded 
junk.”

The University of California stu¬ 
dents from San Mateo county have 
passed the following resolutions re¬ 
garding Amendment 12: 

Whereas, the University of Califor¬ 
nia in all its branches has increased 
in student enrollment since 1910 more 
than 200 per cent, making the univer¬ 
sity the largest university in Amer¬ 
ica: and 

Whereas, classrooms available for 
general use have increased only 20 
per cent, and other university equip¬ 
ment has been added to in proportion 
far below the increase in the number 
of its students; and 
Whereas, as a result of this crisis, 
classes are so overcrowded, rooms so 
inadequate, teachers so few, that stu¬ 
dents no longer have an opportunity 
to obtain instruction of the high grade 
for which the university should stand, 
and the teaching force, the faculty ex¬ 
perts engaged in agricultural, com¬ 
mercial and industrial surveys and in¬ 
vestigations of paramount importance 
to the state as a whole, are uflable to 
serve the people as they should; and 
Whereas, the only three solutions 
suggested to meet the present crisis 
are ,1) to so enfeeble the university’s 
services as to keep it within the 
bounds of an uncertain and sporadic 
income; (2) to charge tuition; (3) to 
adopt a permanent, progressive plan, 
embodied in Amendment 12, providing 
for a steady income proportionate to 
the wealth of the state; and 

Whereas, the first two of tnese so¬ 
lutions are not in accord with the 
ideals of the people of this great state 
in providing-for a democratic and free 
institution; and 

Whereas, the plan provided by 
Amendment 12 is in accord with these 
ideals in that it (1) gives our univer¬ 
sity an assured future;' (2) keeps the 
control of the university in the hands 
of the people through the State Legis¬ 
lature, and (3) maintains the ideal of 
free higher education for which Cali¬ 
fornia has stood for fifty consecutive 
years; be it therefore 

Resolved, that we, students of the 
University of Califosnia from San Ma¬ 
teo county, do hereby urge that the 
people of California relieve the crisis 
which at present is responsible for 
conditions that are a discredit to the 
university and to the state, by sup¬ 
porting with all their loyalty and with 
all their power the passage of Amend¬ 
ment 12, which is to be voted upon 
November 2nd.

MANY SUPPORTERS IN STATE 


SCHOOLMEN ADDRESS 

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


In their efforts to leave no ground 
uncanvassed for the support of amend¬ 
ment 12, the students of the University 
of California are to communieatewith 
all city councils and county boards 
throughout the state, urging them to 
uid in turning the tide of votes on No¬ 
vember 2nd to tlie “Yes” mark oppo¬ 
site No. 12 on the ballot. 

Mayor Rolpli of San Francisco, 
Mayor Toomey of Fresno, Mayor Otis 
of Alameda, and other county officers 
have already issued statements sup¬ 
porting Amendment 12, and other 
mayors throughout the state are pre¬ 
paring statements ut the request of 
10,000 undergraduates at the univer¬ 
sity. A system of county organiza¬ 
tions has been formed on the Berke¬ 
ley campus which facilitates commu¬ 
nication between the students and 
their home counties. • 


During the latter part of the week 
a gang of over thirty men began the 
reconstruction work on the state high¬ 
way from Daly City to Belmont. 


At the last meeting of the San Bruno 
Chamber of Commerce, Guy Hudgins, 
vice-principal of the San Mateo Even¬ 
ing high school, address the assembled 
members on the importance of a night 
school and also of the progress the 
night school here is making. Mr. 
Hudgins explained the workings of a 
night school from every angle and 
compared it with the present day 
schools, arid pointed out the fabt that 
while pupils were compelled to attend 
the day schools, the night school stu¬ 
dents come whenever they felt like it, 
thus retarding the growth of the even¬ 
ing schools. He also brought out the 
fact that a large percentage of the 
grammar school graduates never go 
to high school, and that the night 
schools had been, established to help 
these people to secure an education 
which they had been unable to secure 
in their early life. Another important 
duty of the night school, Vice-Princi¬ 
pal Hudgins stated, is the preparing 
of foreign-born people to pass the ex¬ 
aminations to become citizens of this 
country; to teach them the correct 
use of the English language and to 
give them an insight of the methods 
employed in our present form of gov¬ 
ernment. The night school, like the 
other schools, is only a means toward 
an end in that it prepares the student 
to make a better citizen. 

Superintendent C. P. McCuen of the 
San Bruno Grammar schools ad¬ 
dressed the assemblage on his aims 
for the schools here. He stated that 
he "wanted to teach the boys and girls 
in the schools today the value of good 
sportsmanship.” He then explained 
other aims, one of which was to give 
the men and women of tomorrow a 
knowledge of our government instead 
turiesago. He stated his reason for 
thin was that a large percentage of the 
pupils of today do not get the oppor¬ 
tunity to continue their education in 
higher circles of learning, although 
he expected that conditions would 
change within the next year or so. 

Both educators were given a rising 
vote of thanks at the close of their re¬ 
spective talks, and several members 
evinced a desire to go to night school. 

After discussing plans for furthering 
the good of the city and attending to 
the regular routine business the mem¬ 
bers adjourned, expressing their opin¬ 
ion that this meeting was one of the 
most interesting ever held since this 
organization has been w : orking.

If they possessed eitiier brains or rdecency they would be otherwise—but 
possessing neither, they become a public nuisance and should be sent to an 
asylum or a penitentiary. 

Our laws are too lenient and their enforcement is too lax. We consider 
it a justifiable act to kill a man who attacks us without provocation. Yet the 
speed maniac, without provocation or excuse, kills and maims and is let off 
with a nominal fine or escapes entirely. 

A snake is a snake, whether it crawls in tlie grass or races at the wheel 
of an automobile. It is time for the public to begin a campaign of extermina¬ 
tion.

Potato Doughnuts 

1V4 cups of sugar 4 tablespoons baking 
2 tablspoons butter, powder. 

2 eggs. 1 teaspoon salt. 

1- 3 cup hot riced i teaspoon cinna- 

potatoes. mon. 

2- 3 cup milk 14 teaspoon nutmeg 

5 14 cups flour. 

Fry your doughnuts no longer than 
necessary. Frying doughnuts in fat 
that is not hot enough, or rolling and 
cutting them so that they are too 
thick to cook through in a short time, 
or failure on the part of the cook to 
judge when they are done, or any 
other cause that keeps them in the 
fat too long, tends to make them 
greasy. 

Testing the temperature of the fat 
with a thermometer is the best 
method in frying doughnuts. Other 
methods, though sometimes success¬ 
ful, are uncertain. A temperature of 
185 degrees C., or 365 degrees F., has 
been found satisfactory. Doughnuts 
rolled about one-quarter inch thick 
can usually be fried in 3 minutes at 
this temperature if they are turned to 
make them brown evenly; or they 
may be fried in 1% minutes if forced 
under the surface of the fat during 
frying. 

Prying With a Basket 

It was found that the use of some 
device to force the doughnuts under 
the surface of the fat was the most 
satisfactory method of frying. "An 
ordinary wire frying basket, with a 
bail and slightly smaller in diameter 
than the frying kettle, can be used. 
When the doughnuts first rise to the 
surface of the fat, lower the empty 
basket over them and force them un¬ 
der the surface of the fat. Dough¬ 
nuts fried by this method absorb less 
fat, brown evenly, and are muck less 
apt to crack than when turned in fry¬ 
ing. The basket can be used for 
draining the doughnuts after they are 
removed from the fat.

Wide Variety in Blouses 


P APER suits, much ill vogue In Ger¬ 
many and Austria, soon will make 
their appearance in the United States, 
and If inquiries to the department of 
commerce can be tnken as an indica¬ 
tion of the probable demand they 
may become even more popular In the 
lower-the-cost-of-iiving campaign than 
was the lowly overall a short time ago. 

Cable orders for samples of the 
suits have been dispatched by the de¬ 
partment of commerce. It is an¬ 
nounced, and when the samples arrive 
they will be displayed not only in 
Washington but also In the depart¬ 
ment’s district and co-operative offices 
located In Important cities of the coun¬ 
try. 

Explaining its order for the samples, 
the department Issued this statement: 

“This action was tnken because of 
the wide interest created by the pub¬ 
lication of a recent dispatch from Eng¬ 
land that a large quantity of such 
•lilts were on display In English stores. 


If you are fond of doughnuts, but 
find that those you make at home be¬ 
come soaked with fat while frying, 
the following suggestions may be of 
help. They are the result of a long 
series of experiments in the absorp¬ 
tion of fat by fried batters and doughs 
carried on in the Experimental 
Kitchen of the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. 

A rich dough always absorbs more 
fat in frying than a plainer mixture. 
Unless you wish your doughnuts to 
be excessively rich, do not be too 
lavish with butter, sugar and eggs. 
The following recipe makes dough¬ 
nuts which, if properly fried, are not 
so excessively rich as to be a menace 
to digestion. 

Plain Donglinuts 

1 cup sugar. 4 tablespoons baking 

3 tablespoon but- powder (level 

ter. measurement). 

2 eggs. 1 teaspoon salt. 

3 cup milk. 1 teaspoon cinnamon 

5^4 cups flour. % teaspoon nutmeg. 

A very soft dough absorbs more fat 
than a stiffer mixture, was another 
fact found through these experiments. 
Too much flour, however, makes a 
doughnut that is not so light and fluffy 
as is desirable. The addition of hot 
xiced potatoes to the mixture makes 
a doughnut that is light and fluffy, but

COWPEAS MAKE GOOD DISHES 
AS SUBSTITUTES FOR MEAT 

Cowpeas have a pleasing flavor as 
well as a high nutritive value. Dried 
cowpeas used for cooking should he 
soaked for 12 hours. As they are apt 
to ferment they should be kept in a 
cool place during the soaking period. 

The following recipes for their use 
are recommended by the Home Eco¬ 
nomics Kitchen of the United States 
Department of Agriculture; 

Cream of Cow pea Soup 
1 tablespoon butter. peas (green or 

1 tablespoon flour. dried). 

2 cups milk. A few drops onion 

1 teaspoon sugar. juice. 

1 cup cooked cow- Salt. 

Melt the butter, add the Hour, and 
cook thoroughly, being careful not to 
brown it Add the milk and bring the 
mixture to the boiling point. Put the 
peas through a sieve; add peas and 
seasonings to the milk and reheat. If 
too thick, add milk or water. Serve

Acrostic Place Cards. 

An original idea for the place cards 
for the Christmas purty Is to prepare 
them In the form of letters from Santu 
Claus, with the names and addresses 
of the guests worked out In acrostics, 
ns Is suggested on the two specimen 
envelopes in the Hlustration ; and have 
the guests find their places by inter¬ 
preting the Inscriptions upon the en¬ 
velopes.

Soak 1 quart of dried cowpeas over 
night in water enough to cover. Cook 
until they are tender with half pound 
of salt pork sliced thin; add more 
water if necessary, and several slices 
of onion toward the close of the cook¬ 
ing process. Cook a pint of rice In 3 
pints of water, mix the two, season 
with 2 tablespoons of butter and 2 
teaspoons of salt. A beef bone may 
he used Instead of the salt pork, hut 
In that case the salt must be doubled 
and 4 tablespoons of butter may he 
added. 

Baked Cowpeas und Cheese 

1 tablespoon but. chopped sweet 
ter. green pepper. 

1 tablespoon finely 2 cups cooked eow- 
chopped onion. peas. 

1 tablespoon finely 14 cup grated rhepse 

Press the peas through a sieve to 
remove the skins, and mix with the 
cheese. Cook the onion and pepper 
in the buttor, being careful not to 
brown, and add them to the peas and 
cheese. Form the mixture into a roll, 
place on a buttered earthenware dish 
and cook in a moderate oven until 
brown, basting occasionally with but¬ 
ter and water. Serve hot or cold as 
a substitute for meat.

Mix one pint each of the corn meal 
and the flour and add warm water 
enough to form a stiff batter.

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SENATOR HARDING 
GUARANTEES FAIR 
DEAL FOR FARMER 

Declares Definite National Agri¬ 
cultural Policy Is Vital to 
Country’s Welfare. 

WOULD PUT END TO PRICE 
FIXING OF FARM PRODUCTS 

In AddreM Before Minnesota State 
Fair Republican Nominee Shows 
Profound Understanding of 
Farming and Its Problems. 


Minneapolis, (Special).—“The time 
has come when, as a nation, we must 
determine upon a definite agricultural 
policy. We must decide whether we 
shall undertake to make of the United 
States a self-sustaining nation—which 
means that we shall grow within our 
own boundaries all of the staple food 
products needed to maintain the high¬ 
est type of civilisation—or whether 
we shall continue to exploit our agri¬ 
cultural resources for the benefit of 
our industrial and commerical life, and 
to leave to posterity the task of finding 
food enough, by strong-arm methods, 
If necessary, to support the coming 
hundreds of millions. 

“I believe In the self-sustaining, in¬ 
dependent, eelf-reliant nation, agricul¬ 
turally, Industrially and politically. 
We ere then the guarantors of our own 
aecurlty and are equal te the task.” 

So declared Senator Harding In a 
masterly address before the Minnesota 
State Fair here. In which he revealed 
• most profound understanding of 
agriculture, Its problems and its rein 
tlon to the farmer and the consumer In 
the cities. This speech has been de- 
acribed as the greatest speech on agri¬ 
culture which has ever been made by 
a Presidential candidate. 

Among other things he said: 

"A good many years ago a Chinese 
philosopher uttered a profound truth 
when lie said: 'The well-being of a 
people Is like a tree; agriculture is its 
root, manufacture and commerce are 
Its branches and lta life; If the root 
la lajured the leaves fall, the branches 
break and the tree dies.’ 

Cause for Concern. 

"It may seem strange to many good 
people that at this particular time any 
one should quote this saying of a wise 
old Chinese. Never In all our history 
have prices of farm products ruled 
ao high, measured In dollars, as during 
the past four years. Farm land In the 
great surplus-producing states has ad¬ 
vanced' to unheard of prices, with 
every indication that, but for the tight 
money conditions, it would go still 
higher. Apparently the farmers of the 
land are enjoying unprecedented pros¬ 
perity. Why then, even by Implica¬ 
tion, suggest that something may be 
wrong with our agriculture, and that 
the trouble may he communicated to 
our manufactures and commerce? Peo¬ 
ple In the cities are disposed to think 
that if there Is anything wrong It Is 
in the cities where food Is selling at 
such high prices, and not In the coun¬ 
try where the food Is produced. But 
botli farm and city students of national 
problems see In the present agricul¬ 
tural situation certain conditions 
which give cause for real concern to 
every lover of his country.” 

He then referred In a most interest¬ 
ing way to the development of the 
great central west and sketched briefly 
the settlement of the greut central val¬ 
leys, as follows: 

"Through the homestead law the 
government gnve a farm of the richest 
land In the world to every innn wtio 
wanted one. Itaflrnads were built, the 
prairies were plowed up, and almost 
overnight the agricultural production 
of the United States increased by 
BO per cent, drains .were produced 
and sold at the bare cost of utilizing; 
the soil, and the farmers of the older 
dtutes to tlie east were smothered by 
this flood of cheap grain. The only 
thing that could be done with this 
sunerahundarire of food was to build 
cities out of it. And great cities we , 
did build, not only In the United 
States, but across the seas.” 

He spoke of the hard conditions 
which came upon the farmers of the 
central west as a result of their over¬ 
production, and then of the gradual 
Improvement which began about 1905, 
when the Increased population In the 
clHcs began to catch up with farm pro¬ 
duction, and how tills increased de¬ 
mand for food was accelerated by the 
greut World War. 

Speaking of the part played by the 
fanner during the war, he said: 

Splendid Part of Farmers. 

“The splendid part played by the 
farmers of the nation during the war 
probably never will be understood or 
fully appreciated by our people. More 
than 25 per cent of all our fighting 
men came from the farms, and after j 
sending their sons to the comps, the j 
fathers and mothers, with the help of | 
the younger children, turned to and 
produced more food than was ever lie- ; 
fore produced in the history of the j 
world In the same time and from the j 
same area of land. Their working I 
days were measured not by the clock, j 
but by the number of daylight hours ' 
They took to themselves the respon¬ 
sibility of feeding not only our own 
people, but also our allies across the 
sea. In more ways than one, our farm- 
era made the war their war. and count¬ 
ed no sacrifice too great to help fight it 
through to a successful finish. The 
story of what they did, written by 
some one who understands it, will 
furnish one of the most glorious chap¬ 
ters In American history. One thing 
I may say—in every American eon 
flict, from the revolution for Independ¬ 
ence to the world war for maintained 
rights, the farmer has been 100 per 
cont American and ready for every 
sacrifice.” 

Ho then pointed out some' of 'he nn- 


i fortunate resulta in agriculture, grow¬ 
ing out of war conditions, especially 
the premium put on grain growing at 
the expense of livestock production. 
He referred to the heavy losses suffer- 
! ed by many livestock producers and 
| feeders, and pointed out the urgent 
need of restoring the balance between 
livestock and grain production as 
quickly as possible. On this subject 
he SRid: 

“For two outstanding reasons the 
maintenance of a normal balance be¬ 
tween livestock and grain production 
Is a matter of national concern. One 
Is that we are a meat-eating people, 
and should have a fairly uniform sup¬ 
ply at a reasonable price. Conditions 
which either greatly stimulate or 
greatly discourage livestock produc¬ 
tion result in prices altogether too high 
for the average consuming public or 
altogether too low for the producer. 
The other is that the over-stimdnMon 
of grain production depletes the fer¬ 
tility of our land, which Is our great¬ 
est national asset, and results In a 
greater supply than can be consumed 
at a price profitable to the producer, 
and finally to widespread agricultural 
distress from which all of our people 
suffer.” 

Speaking of the trend of prices of 
farm products during the next two or 
three years, he said that no one could 
forecast them with any accuracy. That 
as a nation we are undergoing the 
same experience that the individual 
undergoes when recovering from a 
long and dangerous Illness. And then 
he made this significant statement; 

“It must be evident, however, to any 
one who has given the matter even 
superficial consideration that we have 
now come to the end of the long period 
of agricultural exploitation in the 
United States. No longer are there 
great and easy and awaiting areas of 
fertile land awaiting the land hungry. 
We have now under the plow prac¬ 
tically all of our easlly-tlllahle land, 
though Idle areas await reclamation 
and development by that genlas and 
determination which ever have made 
nature respond to human needs. Ad¬ 
ditions of consequence, which we Ina.v 
make to our farming area, from this 
time on, must come by putting water 
on the dry lands of the arid and semi- 
arid country, or by taking water off of 
the swamp lands, of which we have 
large areas in some sections, or by dig¬ 
ging the stumps out of the cut-over 
timber lands of the north and south. 

Other Alternative an Unhappy One. 

“If we should unhappily choose the 
course of industrial and commercial 
promotion at the expense of .agricul¬ 
ture, cities will continue to grow at the 
expense of the rural community, ag¬ 
riculture will Inevitably break down 
and finally destroy the finest rural 
civilization, with the greatest possibili¬ 
ties the world has ever seen. Decreased 
farm production will mak& dear food 
and we shall be obliged to send our ; 
ships to far-away nations In search of 
cheap foodstuffs, the Importation of 
which is sure to intensify agricultural 
discouragement and distress at home. 

“If, on the other hand, we shall de¬ 
termine to build up here a self-sus¬ 
taining nation—and what lover of his 
country can make a different choice? i 
—then we must at once set about the 
development of a system of agriculture j 
which will enable us to feed our peo 
pie abundantly, with some spare for 
export in years of plenty, and at prices 
which will Insure to the farmer and 
his family both financial rewards and 
educational, social and religious liv 
Ing conditions fairly comparable to 
those offered by the cities. A sound 
system of agriculture can not be main- ’ 
talned on any other basis. Anything 
short of a fair return upon Invested 
capital, and a fair wage for the labor 
which goes Into the crops, and enough 
In addition to enable the farmer to 
maintain the fertility of his soil, and 
Insure against natural hazards will 
drive large numbers of farmers to the 
cities." 

Senator Hording made It perfectly 
Clear that this Is a problem In which 
city people have Just as much Interest i 
as the farmer. That unless we can 
work out a rational and fair agricul¬ 
tural policy, the drift to the city will 
continue nnd our trouble will grow 
constantly worse. 

Speaking of furtn organizations, he 
said the farm organization of the pres 
ent dny Is quite different from the or 
gnnlzatlon of the past; that farmers 
have learned sound principles of or 
gnnlzatlon ; that they are adapting to 
their work the methods which busi¬ 
ness men and working men have found 
successful In furthering their own In 
terests. He referred especially to the 
successful organizations established by 
the fruit growers of the west nnd by 
the grain growers of the northwest, nnd : 
said the farmers of the corn belt 
states tire hIso rapidly perfecting ttie 
most powerful organization of farm 
ers ever known in the country. He 
pointed out very, frankly the danger 
that would come "to the nation if the ; 
problems of the farmer were not . 
frankly recognized, and If the farmer 
was not given absolutely fair treat 
ment. 

He said we have witnessed restrict- j 
ed production of manufactures and of 
labor, but we have not yet experienced 
the Intentionally restricted production 
of foodstuffs, and expressed the hope 
that we never may have that experi¬ 
ence. 

While frankly recognizing the need 
of a national agricultural policy, he 
disclaimed any Intention of suggesting 
thut the government should work out 
an elaborate system of agriculture and 
then try to Impose It on the farmers 
of the country He denounced such an 
effort as utterly repugnant to Ameri¬ 
can Ideals. He said that government 
paternalism, whether applied te ag- 1 
rleulture or to any other of our great , 
national Industries, would stifle ambi- : 
tlon, Impair efficiency, lessen produc¬ 
tion and make us a nation of depend¬ 
ent Incompetents, lie said the farmer 
requires no special favors at the hands 
of the government. All he needs Is a 
fair chance and such just considera¬ 
tion for agriculture as we ought to 
give to a basic industry, and ever sesk 
;o promote for our common good. 

Senator Harding then spoke of the 
definite policies to which the Republi¬ 
can party is committed, and which he, 
as Its candidate, endorses. 

Farm Representation. 

First.— The need of farm representa¬ 
tion in larger governmental affairs is 
recognized. During the past sever. | 
years the right of agriculture to s 


voice in governmental administration 
has been practically Ignored, -and at 
times the farmer baa suffered griev¬ 
ously as a result. The farmer has a 
vital interest in our trade relations 
with other countries, in the adminis¬ 
tration of our financial policies and in 
many of the larger activities of the 
government. 

Second.—The right of farmers ts 
form co-operative associations for the 
marketing of their products must be 
granted. The parasite In distribution 
who preys on both producer and con¬ 
sumer must no longer sap the vitality 
of this fundamental life. 

Scientific Study. 

Third. — The Republican party 
pledges itself to a scientific study of 
agricultural prices and farm produc¬ 
tion costs, both at home and abroad, 
with a view to reducing the frequency 
of abnormal fluctuationa here. Stabili¬ 
zation will contribute to everybody’s 
confidence. Farmers have complained 
bitterly of the frequent and violent 
fluctuations In prices of farm products, 
and especially in prices of live stock. 
They do not find such fluctuations iD 
the products of other industries. In a 
general way prices of farm products 
must go up or down, according to 
whether there Is a plentiful crop or a 
short one. The farmer’s raw materials 
are the fertility of the soli, the sun¬ 
shine and the rain, and the size of his 
crops is measured by the supply of 
these raw materials and the skill with 
which he makes use of them. He can¬ 
not control his production and adjust 
it to the demand as can the manufac¬ 
turer. But he can see no good reason 
why the prices of his products should 
fluctuate so violently from week to 
week and sometimes from day to day. 

To Stop Price Fixing. 

Fourth.—We promise to put an end 
to unneceseary price fixing of farm 
products and to III considered efforts 
arbitrarily to reduoe farm product 
prices. 

Government drives against food 
prices such as we have experienced 
during the past two years are vain and 
useless. The ostensible purpose of 
such drives is to reduce the price the 
consumer pays for food. The actual 
result is unjustly to depress for a time 
the prices the farmer receives for bis 
grain and live stock, but with no ap¬ 
preciable reduction in the price the 
consumer pays. Such drives simply 
give the speculator and the profiteer 
additional opportunities to add to 
their exactions. 

Fifth.—We favor the administration 
of the farm loan act so as to help men 
who farm to secure farms of their own 
and to give to them long time credits, 
needed to practice «he beet methods of 
diversified farming. 

We also favor the authorization ol 
associations to provide the necessary 
machinery to furnish personal credit 
to the man, whether land owner or 
tenant, who is hampered for lack of 
working capital. Unfortunately as 
land Increases in value tenancy also 
Increases. 

An Increasing Evil. 

This has been true throughout his 
tory. At the present time probably 
one-half of the high priced land in the 
corn belt states Is farmed by men who 
because of lack of capital, find It nec¬ 
essary to rent. This Increase In ten 
ancy brings with It evils which are a 
real menace to national welfare. The 
tenant who lacks sufficient working 
capital and who too often Is working 
under a short time lease Is forced to 
farm the land to the limit and rob It of 
Its fertility in order to pay the rent 
Amid such conditions we have Ineffl 
dent schools, broken down churches 
and a sadly limited social life. We 
should therefore concern ourselves not 
only In helping men to secure farms 
of their own and In helping the tenant 
secure the working capital he needs to 
carry on the best methods of dlversl- j 
fled farming, but we should work out 
a system of land leasing which, while 
doing full Justice to both landlord and 
tenant, will at the some time conserve 
the fertility of the soil. 

Transportation Systems. 

Sixth.—We do not longer recognize 
the right to speculative profit in the 
operation of our transportation ays 
terns, but we are pledged to restore 
them to the highest state of efficiency 
as quickly as possible. Agriculture has 
sufffu-Vit more severely than any otliei 
Industry through the Inefficient rail 
road service of the last two years 
Many farmers have Incurred disus ! 
trous losses through Inability to mar ] 
ket their grain and live stock. Such a 
condition must not be permitted to j 
continue. We must bring about con 
dttlons which will give us prompt serv 
ice at the lowest possible rates. 

Seventh.—We are pledged to the re- j 
vision of the tariff as soon as condi 
tions shall make It necessary for the 
preservation of the home market for 
Almerican labor, American agriculture 
and Atnerican Industry. If we are to 
build up a self sustaining agriculture 
here at home the farmer must be pro¬ 
tected from unfair competition from 
those countries where agriculture Is 
still being exploited and where the 
standards of living on the farm are 
much lower than here. We have asked ! 
for higher American standards; let us 
mnlntuln them. 

So long as America can produce the I 
foods we need I am Ir. favor of buying ' 
from America first. 

Fewer Land Hogs. 

Under a sound system of ngrlcul 
ture, fostered and safeguarded by wise 
and fair administration of state and j 
federal government, the farmers of the 
United States can feed our people for 
many centuries—perhaps Indefinitely 
Farming Is not an auxiliary; It is the 
main plunt, and geared with It, tnsep 
arably, Is every wheel of transports 
tlon and Industry. America could not 
go on with a dissatisfied farming peo¬ 
ple, and no nation is secure where land , 
hunger abides. We need fewer land 
hogs, who menace our future, and 
more fat hogs for ham and bacon. We ; 
need less beguilement In cultivating a 
quadrennial crop of votes and more 
consideration for farming as our basic 
Industry. We need less appeal to cluss 
consciousness nnd more resolute Intel¬ 
ligence In promptly solving our prob¬ 
lems. We need rest and recuperation 
for a soil which has been worked out 
In agitation and more and better har¬ 
vests in the Inviting fields of nfutual 
understanding. We need tess of grief 
about the ills which we may charge to 
the neglect of our citizenship and more 
confidence In just government, along 
with determination to tpuke and hold 
It Just.
